"In answer to many inquiries as 
to the payment of unenrolled 
claims, the following- statement is 
made: 

"In all probability all widows' 
claims meeting the requirements 
of the law, will be paid. 

"The only fund available to pay 
unenrolled soldiers' claims, both 
invalid and indigent, is such as 
may be left after paying the re- 
spective rolls of 1897. What such 
margin may be cannot be determin- 
ed until the rolls are paid, and 
every enrolled claim should be in 
this office not later than the 15th 
of March (as was stated in the dr- 
ill- sent out on December i8th 
last), after that date they will be 
treated as dead, though they will 
be paid if received before the funds 
are exhausted. 

It is estimated that 150 new 
claims can be put on the invalid 
roll, of which 130 were approved 
in December last, leaving twenty 
other places for which they are 
now on file about 250 applications. 
"It is also estimated that 250 
new indigent claims can be enroll- 
ed. There will likely be more 
than 3,000 of such applications. 

"You can, therefore, see how 
slender the chances to pay new 
claims of either class. 

"The examination of new claims 
was not finished in 1897 until July, 
and it will probably take as long 
this year." — Macon Telegraph.

INQUIRIES AND AN8WER3, 

State Agricultural Dcpurtineat Far- 
Dishes Information. 
Question.— I notice what yon say in 
the February report about making use 
of the corn stalks, whick have teen 
wasted heretofore. Pleaaa give us 
tte more information oa tkis subjeot. 
After the stalks ar» shredded how is the 
fodder kept, and wka* is its- feeding, 
value? Can it !bo fed to farm stock 
without using any other "roughage, 
and Is there anT>-teou4>l«»iBi!getUugjto*itt' 
to «at it? 

AN6WKR'.:— Atter thVatiilks nro'shmdi 
ded the fodder may be kept in the ban* 
or any dry place, until needed for use, 
taking care nott te > disturb the anass, 
for no matter bow dry it may 
seem, there is at* first sufficient moisture 
to cause a slightr fermentation, and if 
the fodder is disturbed during this fer- 
mentation mould is apt to appear. The 
feeding value of *hls fodder has been 
shown by analyst* to be greater than 
cottonseed hulls and nearly equal to the 
best quality of timothy hay. At the 
Experiment Station farm in this state 
this forage has been thoroughly tested. 
It has been used there for weeks at a 
time as the only "roughage" to the 
manifest benefit of the farm anlinalsv. 
and they eat it readily. On the subjael 
of "Corn Stalk Hay," we copy thto -fol- 
lowing from Bulletin No. 80 of the Geor- 
gia Experiment Station. These bul- 
letins are sent free to every farmer who 
applies for them, and w« would advise 
you to address a card to Director E. J. 
Redding, Experiment, Ga., requesting 
that your name be put on their mailing 
list. You will then receive all the lit- 
erature of the station, as it is issued. 
Bulletin No, 34 says: 

In Bulletin No. 80, containing the re- 
sults of Experiments in Corn Culture 
made in 1895, the attention of farmer! 
was espacially called to the advantages 
of the method of utilizing the com stalks 
for stock food. It is the almost univer- 
sol practice in the south to gather and 
cure the blades, and harvest the 
corn, leaving the entire stalks in thif 
field to prove an almost Unmitigated' 
nuisance and obstruction In the prepara- 
tion and cultivation of the land In the 
succeeding crtjpl tttid winter homes and 
hibernating retreat* fdr insects that will 
be ready to attack Bttch crops, especially 
if it shall be another crop of corn. Farm' 
era have habitually considered this large 
part of the crop as of no practical value, 
Indeed, cotti stalks, especially 9f the' 
large types of corn planted in the south,, 
are of little available food value because 
of the mechanical condition. Eveu in 
the north the old method of feeding the 
stalks ("stover") without any mechani- 
cal preparation was but little loss waste- 
ful and slovenly than leaving them in 
the fields. But the use of machinery 
for preparing the the corn stalks, shred- 
ding them into a coarse hay, is rapidly 
extending. A number of very effective 
machines may now be had at moderate' 
prices, that will convert the hard, flinty 
stalks into a soft, easily masticated sub- 
stance, very similar in mechanical con- 
dition to coarse hay, that is readily- 
even greedily— eaten by horses, mule* 
and cattle. 

In Bullotin No. 80, already referred 
to, the whole subject was discussed at 
some length, showing br experiments 
made, and by analysis that the value 
the naked stalks that are generally left 
In the field, after harvesting the ears, 
shucks and blades, amounts to fully one- 
sixth of total value of the crop. 

Bulletin No. 80, published last fall, 
■ays further on this subject: 

The station has just finished shred- 
ding the corn stalks from five acres of 
corn. The crop was Yery much injured 
by the extreme heat and drouth, and 
the yield of grain was out off at least 25 
per cent. The corn was cut down just 
above the surface of the ground Aug. 
23, and immediately s&scfted,- placing" 
about 150 stalks in each shock, and! 
tying the top of each> shwcfi- with twine. 
No rain fell on 1 the' shocks and the ears 
were husked out Oct. 3, and the stalks 
immediately rum through the shredding 
machine, being appareu*ly perfectly dry. 
The yield of the fi-vfe-attites^vas as follows; 



Shelled corn ............. 155 bushels. 

Shredded stalks, or sftsTOK-M'.OOO pounds. 
This represonts a ySsfd psir ateJfr of 31 
bushels of shelled corm&fid %,8G0 i > pounds- 
of dry corn hay, which' is beiievetf to be- 
very nearly equal in' feeding value to 
good timothy hay. In' the above total 
yield of corn hay is included the blades 
and shucks, Which are almost uni 
sally saved and utilized by Georgia 
farmers. But there are also included ii 
the 2,800 pounds of corn hay about 1,800 
pounds of the stalks, which are usually 
permitted to remain on the ground and 
nonutilized as food. This 1,300 pounds 
represents the food loss for every 31 
bushels of shelled corn. The corn crop 
of Georgia, for convenience, may be 
stated at 31,000,003 bushels— sometimes 
less, often more. Then, at 1,300 pounds 
of corn hay, heretofore not saved, for 
every 81 bushels of corn, the total loss in 
the state would be 1,300 pounds by 1,- 
000,000 = 1,800 million pounds, or 650,- 
000 tons of corn hay, a very good food, 
and worth at least $10 a ton, or a total 
of $6,500,000, or about enough tro pay for 
all tho commercial fertilizers used in 
Georgia in one year! This may be con- 
sidered a remarkable statement, and it 
will no doubt surprise many a farmer 
who has not thought about it.

This is one of the most beautiful 
countries you ever witnessed. We 
are 12 miles from Puntarenas and 
are 3,500 feet above sea level. Just 
think of rising 3,500 feet in 12 
miles. We have some of the pret- 
tiest views here known. We can 
see the Pacific Ocean and the ships 
sailing on her blue waters from 
our doors, and the St. Locus, 
where all the convicts are kept. It 
is a. small island off from the shore. 
They have no guards. And if a 
prisoner ,ean escape the sharks in 
swimming off he can go. There 
are thousands of them all around 
the -island. 

We have plenty of fruit here 
such as pine apples, banannas, 
oranges, lemons and cocoanuts in 
abundance. We ean get a hand 
bunch of banannas for 10 cents and 
oranges 2 1-2 cents per dozen. It 
costs nothing to live here if you 
could eat such things as the na- 
tives. 

This is a free silver country and 
there is plenty of it. It is nothing 
to see a man with from $50 to $75 
in his pockets. But every thing is 
high. A pair of shoes costs $8 to 
$15. I have bought two pair since 
my arrival costing me $8 for one 
pair and $12.50 for the other. The 
cheapest thing here is rum which 
is $9 per gallon, sold every where. 
Women and children get drunk. 
Parents teach their children to 
smoke cigarettes and drink rum 
as soon as they can walk. They 
are raised like the monkeys, to 
look out for themselves. They 
don't pay as much attention to 
their children as you would a dog. 
They go and come when they 
please.

Then 
those who actually shouldered guns 
in the defense cf their country wil 
be known to all, and it will be; 
great advantage to the commis 
sioner of pensions and cause i 
large number of names to be 
dropped from the roll, resulting in 
a decrease of taxes.

Itily has sold Spain a crusier. 

The army and navy are now 
eady for war.. 

Approaches to the national' capi- 
tol are now well protected.. 

The soldiers stationed at Atlanta 
left for the front this week. 

Three car leads of ammunition 
reached, Tampa, FVa. r last Mon- 
day. 

It is reported that Gen. Long- 
street is willing to go to the front 
again. 

Fiftee© cars of soldiers and ar- 
tillery passed through Macon Fri- 
day night for Savannah. 

The Bethlehem^ Fenn., Iron 
Works shipped three , five-inch 
gnns to Washington last Fridaj. 

Two and one-half millions of 
dollars are being spent for small 
arms, ammunition and general or- 
dinance supplies. 

Batter K, light artillery is at 
Galveston and a company of heavy 
artillery from Jackson, with sev- 
eral two-inch guns. 

Spain has lost 70,000 soldiers in 
the war with Cuba, and now only 
has 610,000, being her total 
strength of all sorts. 

The cruises, built by the Arm - 
strongs for Brazil was purchased 
by the United States last week and 
sailed for Key West Monday. 

Galveston, Texas, is being forti- 
fied in great haste. Two ten inch 
guns and mortars are being put in 
position. Three car loads of tor- 
pedoes have already arrived. 

A relief fund of' $9,033 and. 21 
car loads of provision and clothing 
collected in Misssissippi, Kansas 
and Oklahoma were shipped from 
Kansas to the starving people in 
Cuba on the 20th. 

The house committee on naval 
affairs has recommended the con- 
structien of a new dry dock on the 
Atlantic coast sufficiently large to 
accommodate the demands of our 
heaviest war ships. 

The report of the investigating 
committee of the Maine was to 
have been made ' known by the 
President yesterday, which will 
decide the war question either one 
way or the other. 

A train load of troops from 
Fortress Monroe passed through 
Atlanta last Friday for Fort Mor- 
gan, in Mobile. Six big coast de- 
fense guns and two car loads of 
army supplies made it look like 
war times. 

Seventy-fiye gatling guns and 
eight mortars passed through At- 
lanta the other day to Fensacola. 
The mortars fire shells weighing 
600 pounds and each gatling gun 
fires 60 times per minute. 

A New York special says that a 
contract has been made to supply 
the navy with 1,000 half barrels of 
pork and as much salt beef. Ars 
mour & Co. supplied the Spanish 
with 1,500.000 pounds of bacon last 
week. 

Powder, shot and shell are still 
being shipped to Pensacola, Fla., 
for the forts and batteries defend- 
ing the harbor. Three big mortars 
are being mounted, and m addition 
to the six- inch rifle guns a 
fifteen-inch gun is being mounted 
on the fort.

The Gainesville and Porter 
Springs Telephone. 

r J?hp following letter was not in- 
tended foii publication but we take 
the liberty of publishing it as it re- 
lates to matters of public interest: 

Gainesville, Ga., Mr. 22. 
Dear Tqwnsknd:— 

I called at the Nuoget office but 
you had gone to dinner. In my 
hurry I could not wait. The roads 
are very- bad and we were a little 
in the night getting here. I knew 
there were several persons watch- 
ing for me on the road to talk tel - 
ephone. Every thing looks high- 
ly favorable to the enterprise. 1 
made a few contracts for posts at 
12 1-2 each delivered along the 
road. And I ought to get them al 
along the line at that. I h.aye been 
corresponding with other telephone- 
companies in this state and else- 
where and find that the average 
cost of posts through the country 
on such lines as this has been 16, 
cents each. But none of these 
lines have been built through such 
well wooded countries as oars and 
posts ought not to cost near so 
much on our line as on these other 
lines, I found that on some of 
those lines they were compelled to 
haul posts in some instances six 
eight miles. On our line when 
get four miles from Gainesyille 
and about the same distance away 
from Dahlonega there will be but 
few posts that need be hauled half 
a mile. Most of the posts can be 
gotten within fifty yards of where 
they are needed. It is my purpose 
to get the posts in every instance 
from the land owners right where 
they are needed. There are par 
ties wanting contracts for several 
miles, one person wanting the con- 
tract for all the posts between 
Thompson's bridge and Bearden's 
bridge, but in my judgment that 
is not the way to contract for 
them. I prefer to contract direct- 
ly with the land owners along the 
line. Some of the land own 
have offered to sell the posts to me 
cheap standing in the woods and 
let me have them cut and planted 
as the force moves up the road and 
I may adopt that plan for getting 
them. This plan would insure th< 
greatest economy in hauling bo- 
cause the post nearest the hole 
where it is to be planted is the one 
we would always get. This may 
prove to be the cheapest way to 
get them, as it would dispense 
with a great deal of hauling. In 
passing up and down over the lino 
the past few days 1 have been 
much gratified to find the people 
along the road so friendly to the 
enterprise. With this telephone 
line and the electric railroad both 
in operation all our Lumpkin 
county interests will rcviye and 
prosper. 1 have private advices of 
anencouraging nature about the 
electric railroad.

The animal didn't succeed in throw- 
ing him but the rider dismounted 
and gave the lad a good whipping. 
This will continue if it is not stop- 
ped until the childrens parents will 
fall out and maybe hurt each other. 
Not long ago a countrymans horse 
was shot by one of these guns in 
the hands of a mischievous lad. 
Such conduct as this will drive 
trade away from our town. How 
easy it would be for the town coun- 
cil to put a stop to all this mischief 
before it is too late. 

Lum Hamilton's cow and Ike ^jftfe 
Anderson's dog which were bitten 
by a mad dog a few miles above 
town some weeks ago, are both 
dead. The cow after running mad 
died but the dog had to be shot. 
Other dogs arc known to have 
been bitten but have not yet been 
affected. That dog that bit these 
curs and the cow certainly gave 
the people in that community 
much trouble before it could be 
killed. Whose it was or whero it 
started from has never been known. 
It was fcpst discovered under a 
shelter at J. B. Browns. His daugh- 
ter went to the place to get some 
eggs and as she stooped down 
for them, not seeing the dog, 
it came near snapping her in 
the face. An effort was made to 
shoot it but while Mr. Brewn was 
getting in a position so as not to 
endanger some cattle it got away. 
The next heard of it was over in 
the Anderson settlement where it 
lost its life. Hughes Anderson got 
his gun as he saw it coming and 
shot but the gun had nothing but 
bird shot in it and failed to do the 
desired work. Hughes and his 
two young dogs jumped on it, the 
man catching it by the hind legs 
like preparing to role a wheelbar- 
row, and the young hounds took 
charge of the other end, but each 
one received a bite which made 
them so sick that they had to leave 
it in charge of their master. Im- 
agine Mr. Andersons perilous po- 
sition. The dog was trying to bite 
him but he was afraid to let it go 
or hold on. Eyery time it made for 
his hands he would give its legs a 
jerk and cry out to the rest of the 
boys to shoot it, but they had noth- 
ing but a shot gun and couldn't kill 
the dog without hitting the man, 
and failed to act. After 
scuffling with the dog in this way 
over an acre or two of ground for 
some time the frightened man 
managed to get to a tree where he 
warped it against the body until he 
brought all troubles to a close. A 
fiddle was sent for and all present 
spent the rest of the 
-dancing. 






Fertilizer For Corn. 

Question.— What arc the best pv< .por- 
tions in a commercial fertilizer for corn, 
and how, at what time, and what 
amount would you apply it? 

Answer. — All things considered the 
best fertilizer on our ordinary lands for 
corn should be in about the following 
proportion. Cottonseed meal 1,000 lbs., 
acid phosphate 1,000 lbs. muriate pot- 
ash 50 lbs., or 200 lbs, of kainit may bo 
substituted for the muriate of potash. 
On lands almost destitute of humus, 
that is, which have cultivated and re- 
cultivated in clean crops, we would not 
venture to use more than two or threa 
hundred pounds to the acre, applied just 
before or at planting time. The corn 
crop, more perhaps than any other, is 
dependent on a supply of moisture for 
its best development, and it has been 
found that the direct application of com- 
mercial fertilizers does not result as well 
as where these have been applied to a 
previous crop, and provided the applica- 
tion be sufficiently heavy. If the ferti- 
lizer has been broadcast, as for oats oi 
peas, the succeeding corn crop is usually 
very satisfactory, although fine crops of 
corn are often made after a heavily fer- 
tilized cotton crop. As a rule, any for- 
mula, which will analyze 7.00 per cent 
phosphoric acid 1.80 per cent potash 
and 3.40 per cent nitrogen, is suited to 
corn.— State Agricultural Department. 

Late Spring Oats. 
Question.— I have a piece of land 
which I think will make a good crop of 
oats, but I am in doubt about planting 
it so late. Would the first of March be 
too late to sow it down? And what 
kind of seed would you advise m 

Answer.— En southern Georgia tho 
first of March is rather late to sow t 
but in your section, North Georgia, if a 
quickly maturing variety, like the Burt, 
is planted on rich or well fertilized 
land, the chances for a satisfactory crop 
are good. The great drawback to 
oat crop is want of care in preparation 
and seeding, coupled with the fact that 
we generally plant our oats on 
poorest land. In sowing oats at this 
season, our object should be to force the 
arop forward to a quick maturity. 
do this plant the "Ninety Day" 
"Burt" seed, on land naturally rich, 
made so by rotation and manure, 
the land has been previously well broken 
and the oats are harrowed in, so n 
the better. But if time is too pressing 
for this, then clear off the land, sow 
oats, about a bushel to the acre, and 
plow the seed in, running the furrows 
closo and deep. — State. Agricultural De- 
partment. 

Fertilizing Cotton. 

Question.— Please tell me how the 
elements in a commercial fertilizer 
feet cotton ? I mean what influence do 
the separate elements, nitrogen, pht 
phoric acid and potash, have on t 
growth of the plant. Of course every 
man who plants cotton would rather 
have bolls than stalks or leavos. I know 
the probable effects of certain qualities 
of soil on the cotton plant. What I 
want to know is the separate effect 
each ingredient in the fertilizer, so that 
I may more clearly understand how to 
apportion my fertilizer to suit my differ- 
ent kinds of land — in other words to in- 
duce the development of well formed 
and well filled bolls. 

Answer. — Nitrogen makes weed 
stalk, it also has a tendency to prolong 
the period of growth. If there is ai 
cess of nitrogen it often causes the plant 
to form stalk and leaves late in the sea- 
son, when it should be developing fruit. 
Phosporic acid tends to force maturity 
and develop fruit. Potash will give 
strength and vigor to tho stalk. Ii 
tors largely into the lint, and if in 
form of kainit, tends to lessen liability 
to rust. The fruit forming' element is 
phosphoric acid. Nitrogen makes stalk 
and foliage. Potash gives strength to 
the plant and develops the lint.— State 
Agricultural Department. 

Proper Distance For Planting C 

Question. — Would not a larger yield 
be realized from the same land if the 
corn crop was planted in double rows on 
wide beds, instead of single rows on nar- 
row beds? 

Answer. — Experiments have been 
carefully conducted to settle this ques- 
tion, and tho conclusion arrived at is, 
that the more nearly each plant occu- 
pies the center of a square area of soil, 
the greater the yield — that is, all condi- 
tions being equal, single rows 4x3, will 
yield more than double rows, 3x6. Ono 
plant in each hill, the hills equidistant, 
gave better results than two planted to the 
hill separated by longer distances. — 
State Agricultural Department. 

Hens Laying Soft or Thin Shelled Rrs s. 

Question.— Some of my hens are lay- 
ing eggs with soft or very thin shells. 
I cannot account for this, as they have 
plenty of lime and grit in reach and are 
in splendid condition. Please tell mo if 
there is any remedy for this. 

Answer.— Perhaps the trouble is that 
your hens are in too fine condition. 
Hens, which are too fat, often lay such 
eggs. Try shorter rations and a little 
. Epsom salts every other day. This may 
be given in the drinking water. Let 
them have green food, and plenty of 
lime. — State Agricultural Department.
